TUTICORIN PORT TRUST

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section

1. These Regulations may be called the Tuticorin 
Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and 
Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1984. 

2. The existing clause (i) of the first proviso to re¬ 
gulation 7 of the Tuticorin Port Trust Employees 
(Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Regulations 
1979, may be substituted by the following, name- 


(0 by the Chairman upto 5 years where the 
minimum experience prescribed is 10 years 
or more and upto 3 years where the mini¬ 
mum experience prescribed is 5 to 9 years, 
if there is shortage of suitable candidates 
or if the selected candidate is educationally 
more highly qualified than required under 
the regulations.”
